Hundred and Seventy-Five 
Acres Slipping Into The 
Panama Canal. 



CANAI. CLOSED FOR THE YEAR 



Estimated That It Will Take 
Ten Months to Remove The 
Mass of Earth In Motion. 



Panama, Oct. 13.— A careful sur- 
vey of the slide area in the Gaillard 
cut revniN the fact that there prob- 
ably ar. ln.000,000 cubic yards of 
earth in motion, which must be tak- 
en out i .Ireiiging before a perma- 
nent channel is possible. This is the 
conclusion reached by the canal en- 
gineers, who conceded there now is 
little hope of opening the waterway, 
even for the temporary use of ship- 
ping,. much before the first of the 
year. 

Tht present rate of wetexcavat-'on 
is a million yards a month and at this 
rate ft wjuld squire not less than 10 
months to remove the mass now slid- 
ing iato the canal considerably fast- 
er than the dredges can take it out. 

It Is said that often the canal bot- 
tom bulges up to a height of 1"> feet 
above the surface of the water, due 
to the tremendous weight of the hill- 
sides. 

The area of motion is roughly cal- 
culated to be in the neighborhood of 
175 acres, which constitute the great- 
est slide art s in the history of the 
nal. It extends 2,500 teet along 
both banks of the waterway, with 
probably an average of 1,500 feet 
back of the center line of the canal 

Gov. Goethals of the canal zone has| 
made no official announcement con- ' 
cerning the probability of opening a 
temporary channel, but it is believed 
shipping interest have been given to 
understand the nature of the situa- 
tion and it is probable that of the 
100 ships here awaiting passage will 
be ordered to their destination by 
other routes.

London, Oct. 13.-Serbia ia being 
attacked from the north and the 
east. The Austro Germans, after 
their capture of Belgrade and Sem- 
endria, are advancing southward, 
while the Bulgarians are trying to 
interrupt communica'ions north and 
south of Nish, Serbia's war-time 
capital, and to attack the Serbs on 
the flank if they are driven back by 
the German field marshal, von Mack* 
ensen. 

The situation is admitted to be 
serious, not only for Serbia, but for 
the whole allied cause. It is assert- 
ed that the Serbians are inflicting 
heavy losses both on the Austro- 
Cermans and Bulgarians, but with 
their army of about a quarter of a 
million men, they are believed to 
have little char e? of making any 
prolonged resistance against 300,000 
or 400,000 Austro-Germans and prob- 
ably 200,000 Bulgarians. They are 
arranging for the transfer of the 
capital to Monastir, in the extreme 
southwestern corner of the kingdom. 

Greece apparently has decided to 
ignore the treaty under which she ia 
suppose.l to go to the assistance of 
her Serbian ally in case of an attack. 
Premier Zaimis said when notified of 
the Bulgarian attack that Greece 
"remains in a position of armed neu- 
trality." 

The quadruple entente has decided 
to take energetic action. As soon 
as news of the Bulgarian attack on 
Serbia was received in London the 
Bulgariaa minister was handed his 
passports, and M. Viviani, the French 
prime minister, in the chamber of 
deputies yesterday declared that 
France, Great Britain and Russia 
had decided to take joint action and 
that today "Russian troops will be- 
fighting by the side of ours." 

It is understood that Italy has de- 
cided not to co-operate with the al- 
lies in the Halkanr, the Italian gov- 
ernment believing that troops can- 
not be spared for any campaign oth- 
er than that in Trentino and Triest. 

The Russians seemingly have en- 
tirely regained the initiative, es- 
pecially in Galicia. Here Petrograd 
reports the Russians have won a vic- 
tory in the river Stripa. The terri- 
tory on which this battle was fought 
marks the extreme left of the Rr.e>- 
sian battle line.

STRANGE ANIMALS 

OF PREHISTORIC TIMES 

North Platte River generally car- 
riea a considerable volume of water, 
while the South Platte is dry except 
during timts of floods, because its 
water is used for irrigation farther 
upstream. Tne North Platte is 650 
roilrs long at.d drains about 28,500 
square miles. At the city of North 
Piatte the river has a maximum dis- 
charge, accord ng to the United 
States C o rgical Survey, of about 
20,000 cut ic feet a second and a min- 
imum litcharge of only 70 cubic feet 
a second Its average volume of flow 
during the nine months from March 
to Nov. ruber is about 3.500 cubic 
feet a second. 

From Dexter to Ogalslla, Nebr.. 
Sjuth Platte R-'ver and the railroad 
are close to the bluffs bordering a 
tab'e land. Here and st other places 
where the bluffs come close to the 
river msny travelers in the days of 
the Oveiland Trail suffered from at- 
tacks by It dians an i white outlaws, 
who were wont to swoop down unex- 
pected!/ from their hiding places in 
the hi Is to murder and plunder. It 
is difficult for the modern traveler 
surrounded by the luxuries of the 
railway train to realize the hard- 
ships and dangers endured by the 
men and women of indomitable out- 
age and energy who under such c:r- 
ditions invaded andfina ly corquered 
the Wett. 

The foss Is found in the Ogalalls 
and Arikaree formations show that 
western Nebraska was inhabited in 
what the geologist terms late Mio 
cece time by animals of very differ- 
ent types of t hose l.ving there now, 
and also that ver / different physics! 
conditions previiled at that time. 
In place of dry, barren plains of t h 
day there were numerous streams 
and lowlard-. 

Horses With Huge Claws. 

The Arikaree formation contains 
great numbers of bones of a peculiar 
type of animals called chalicotheres. 
They were larger than a large horse 
and had a horse-like head, longfrt nt 
lege, and shorter hind leg*, but every 
foot had three toes, each of which in 
place of a hoof bore an enormous 
claw. An equally strange form of 
Miocene time is a deerlike animal 
called Syndyoceras. Its head some- 
what r. sembled that of an antelope 
but was longer with four horns, the 
larger pair, over the eyes, curving 
inward and the smaller pair, nearer 
the muzzle, curving outward. Cam- 
els were common in North America 
during the Miocene epoch, and sev- 
eral forms have been found. One 
was about the size of a sheep and is 
supposed to be the ancestor of mod- 
ern camels and llamas. Others were 
arge and had long neck* like the gi- 
raffe. All these ancient camels had 
hoofs like cattle, not broad cushion- 
ed feet like those ot the camels of 
the present day. Rhinoceroses were 
abundant, and hundreds of specimt ns 
of Teleoceras, a very heavy-bodied, 
short-limbed type, have been found. 
The proboscidians, of which the ele- 
phant is the best-known type and the 
only living representative, became 
prominent during the Miocene epoch, 
when a large mastodon called Trilo 
phodon was common.-(Overlind 
Guidebook. U. S. Geological Survey.)

CUTTING CORN FOR THE SILO

Until K.rn.ls Are Glazed or 

Thought Too Ory 



There Is considerable of the nu- 
trient material lost In cutting sllag* 
corn too early. Corn should not he 
cut for this purpose until the ker- 
nels are nearly all glased or dented. 
At this stage It will usually be noted 
that the lower blades are brown and 
dry. It It Is thought that the corn 
la a little too mature, water can be 
added. 

Experiments have shown that corn 
stover (dry stalks without the ears) 
can be ensiled If an equal weight of 
water Is added as the stover la being 
cut. The silage should be well 
tramped as the silo Is being filled, es- 
pecially so around the walls. This 
Is done to exclude as much air as pos- 
sible. For the average man, the steam 
engine Is easier to run than Is a gaso- 
line engine, and not aa many de- 
lays will be made In filling the alio 
Where a number of men and teams 
are employed, a stop of even a few 
minutes la costly. After the filling 
of a silo Is completed. It is a good 
Idea to wet the top down thoroughly, 
after which It should be tramped once 
a day for a week or ten days. This 
procedure will save several tone of 
otherwise spoiled silage.

tlon of Living or 



AH nursery stock received in the 
malls from abroad must be returned 
to the point of origin immediate! 
according to a recent order. This ac- 
tion was taken for the reason that 
importers have endeavored to with- 
hold the return- of such shipments un- 
til they could communicate with the 
department of agriculture with a view 
of having an exception made in some 
particular case. 

"Nursery stock." which Is prohibited 
from entering this coflntry by mail, in- 
cludes all growing or living plants, 
seeds, and other plant products, for 
propagation, except Held, vegetable, 
and flower seeds. It includes also 
bulbs, roots, and tubers, and, with the 
exceptions noted, the seeds of all 
trees, shrubs, or other plants. The 
only plants or plant products excepted 
from the prohibition are those ordered 
by or Intended for and addressed to 
the "Office of Foreign Seed and Plant 
Introduction, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington. D.

Aluminum the most abundant of 
all the metala. In tbe form of its 
oxide, alumina,, it constitutes about 
15 per cent of the earth's crust, ac- 
cording to the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey. Yet until recent years 
it was a curiosity;, there were only a 
few hundred or few thousand 
pounds In exls»erce r and its value 
was $14 or $15 a potted. Within a 
generation it has become very use- 
ful, now selling at about 20 cents a 
pound. The entry of aluminum in- 
to- the field of useful metals cane 
with the discovery that it could be 
extrtcted from the mineral bauxite. 
a clu>like substance. This mineral 
itstrlf is hy no means plentiful, but 
knewn deposits are sufficient to 
make aluminunt an important com- 
priitur of certain meta's, such as 
copper per and i in, its a good many 
lines of work. 

Already aluminum has displaced 
aterl in certain classes of construc- 
tion where strength is required in 
combination with the extreme light- 
ness, such as in the manufacture of 
flying machines. An allow known 
as duralumin, containing about 95 
per cent, of aluminum, is claimed to 
have qualities s* good as those of 
apod Bessemer Bteel, although it is 
xtnly one-thirtl aa heavy. This al- 
loy posses es great hardness when 
annealed, and its meeting po nt is 
above 1,200 degree* F. Tbe great 
future of aluminum lies in the per- 
fection of a pre ceas whereby it can 
be commercially extracted from tbe 
unlimited deposita of alumina- rich 
clays and rocks, which exist ip all 
ptrts of tbe world. Toe day which 
shall j it Id really cheap aluminum 
holds out boundlesa possibilities

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CONFED- 
ERATES ARE "SPRY." 

Those who have Been the ex-Coo- 
federates of this territory now in re- 
union at Memphis are struck by the 
"apryneta" of the old sdldiera. 

It ii 30 years and a little more 
since the guns of the Confederacy 
began to be forever eilent. Fifty 
jears ia a long time. It is more than 
the average life of man. Fifty years 
ago the veterans who are now brisk 
ly walking about the streets of Mem- 
phis, were in (he fljodtide of youth. 
Many of them hid served four hard 
years. They hsd frozen in the win 
ter and had suffered f rem the heat 
in summer. During these four 
years their rations were never boun- 
and not regular. Now and 
then they lived upon the fat of the 
land, but the time between "now" 
and "then" was long. 

During the last year of the war 
tbey were constantly on short com- 
mons. They hid few medical sup- 
plies and few clothes. After the 
terrib'e battle of Nashville, near 
Christmas time in 1864, the shatter- 
ed remnants of Hood's army march- 
ed through ice and snow into North 
Alabama, and it is (aid that many of 
the soldiers were shoeless and half 
of them were not comfortably shod. 

The Confederate soldier today is 
more youthful than his Federal ad- 
vet sary. A northern gentleman 
stated that the veterans gathered in 
the Grand Army parades were more 
feeble in appearance than were the 
ex Confederates be saw in Memphis. 

In campaigning the Confederate 
soldiers fought as did the Spartans. 
Their meagerness of supp'ies, maybe, 
added to their long life. 

Aaoldier once stated to the writer 
that the soldiers of the Confederacy 
fought on the beat rations in the 
world— corn bread and fresh beef. 

The Federal soldier was heavily 
fed. He had the fullness of the 
earth at his command. He also lived 
well after the war. Within 10 } ears 
after the war half of the Federal 
aoldUrs were on the pension list, 
within 20 years two-thirds were on 
the pension list, and within 30 yeara 
four-fifths were on the pension list. 
The pension was sufficient to enable 
thi poorest of them to get along by 
doing on'y a little work. Not hav- 
ing to work hard they got fat. Fat- 
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either la lac.

of the war did not 
mean the end of the battle with the 
ex-Confederate. He cam* home and 
fought for a livelihood. He bad to 
bustle six days and sometimes seven 
days in the week. Nj pension came 
to him in those days. Thr»e-fourths 
of them returned to the fields, and 
for 20 years plowed and aowed and 
reaped and harvested. Their work 
was in the open. Moat of them 
llted in the country, away from 
large cities. Having become rugged 
they were impervioua to germe of 
tuberculosis, pneumonia and the 
like. 

Their days ar» long in the land, 
becaufo during the war, they were 
temperate in their use of food from 
necessity, and after the war they 
were temperate in the peac-ful lines 
of life they followed, and they spent 
much of their time out of doors.
